In the absence of better remedies for the 
jumping flee beetle and cut worm, dust the 
young cabbage, radish, and other plants with 
soot, sifted ashes or air slacked lime, and repeat 
every few days. 


Air slacked lime, with a teaspoonful of Paris 
green or London purple mixed with every half 
bushel, freely scattered over the vines two or 
three times a year is a specific for Squash and 
Pumpkin bugs. 

Onions, garlic, leeks, olives and shallots, all 
of which are similar, possess medicinal virtues 
of a marked character, stimulating thé circula- 
tory system, and the consequent increase of the 
saliva and the gastric juice promoting digestion. 

If desired, you may safely plant different 
varieties of melons and all other vines close 
together. The effect of their ‘‘ mixing” is of 
no practical importance whatever, so long as
